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DETAILED ACTION 

1 ) Claims 1,2,5, 6, 26, 35, 36 and 39 to 46 are pending in the instant 
application. Claims 1 and 26 have been amended, claims 8, 37 and 38 have been 
canceled and claims 39 to 46 have been added as requested by Applicant in the 
correspondence filed 1 0 November of 2008. 

2) Any objection or rejection of record that is not expressly repeated in this 
action has been overcome by Applicant's response and withdrawn. 

3) The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action 
can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4) Claims 1, 5, 6, 26, 35, 36 and 42 to 44 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
first paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement essentially for 
those reasons of record as applied to claims 1 to 8 and 22 to 24 in the rejection 
beginning on page 3 of the office action mailed 06 June of 2006. These claims 
encompass subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way 
as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention commensurate in scope with the claims. 
These claims are not enabled for their full breadth because the only polymorphisms 
within the core promoter region of a human a7 allele corresponding to SEQ ID NO:125 
of the instant that have shown to be predictive of a predisposition to schizophrenia in an 
individual are those recited in claims 40 and 41 . There is no evidence of record that 
supports a conclusion that any and all polymorphisms within the core promoter region of 
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a human a7 allele corresponding to SEQ ID NO:125 are known to be associated with a 
predisposition to schizophrenia in an individual. In fact, the data presented in Table 7 
on page 1 1 1 of the instant application clearly shows that that there are known 
polymorphisms within the core promoter region of a human a7 allele corresponding to 
SEQ ID NO:125 that are not associated with a predisposition to schizophrenia in an 
individual. Therefore, the instant claims, in so far as they relate to a diagnostic method 
that detects polymorphisms other that those recited in claims 40 and 41 constitute 
nothing more than an invitation to experiment for the purpose of discovering the identity 
of other diagnostic polymorphisms that are currently unknown to Applicant. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5) Claims 2, 39 to 41 , 45 and 46 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6) Applicant's arguments filed 14 July of 2008 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive.
